RULES 

Object—This game takes lots of concentration, a good memory, and a dash of 
"sense of humor." The idea is to match the first panel of a Shut-ups joke with 
the second. The game continues until all the Shut-ups are matched up. 

Set up the game—Carefully cut out all the cards and shuffle them all to¬ 
gether. Deal out a row of six cards, face down, leaving a small space be¬ 
tween each card, deal out five more rows of six underneath the first row so 
you will have a rectangle of six across and six down. 

You are now ready to begin play. 

How to play—Each player takes a turn picking two cards. The cards marked 
"Shut" are the first panel of a shut-ups, the second panel will be on the "Ups” 
card of the same color. 

Example: A player picks a card that says "Shut" in red he then picks a card 
with "Ups" on It also in red, if the cards complete a Shut-ups joke he removes 
both cards and holds on to them. 

Whenever a player finds a complete Shut-ups joke, he goes again, picking two 
more cards. If the cards he chooses do not complete a Shut-ups gag, the 
cards get turned hack over face down. As the game continues jt is not neces¬ 
sary to choose a "Shut" card first. If you know where a certain "Shut" card 
(or a first panel of the joke) is, you may want to start by looking for the 
"Ups" card (second panel) first. The game is over when all the cards have 
been matched up. Note: There is a page of all the Shut-up jokes that you can 
check if any arguments occur. 

How to win—The game conUnues until all the cards have been picked up by 
the players. When the game is over each player counts the number of Shut- 
ups" jokes he has picked up. The person with the most cards wins the game.

WARMING UP

Run 10 miles a day 
and that's 240,000 times. Run 20 miles and. . well, 
it's more than our fingers can handle. 

The most important thing to look for in shoes is fit,

GETTING STARTED 


Pick out your shoes. Then purchase an outfit of some 
sort — you’ll find that one made of prunes will be very 
helpful in keeping you going. Also, select the ac¬ 
cessories that you need. Then, if you still have any 
energy left, you might want to try using all this equip¬ 
ment on an actual run. 

Start out slowly. Many like to use their first run to get 
their daily newspaper. To begin, get dressed. Then run 
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down the stairs and out to the garage. That is enough 
running for the first day. Now get into the car and drive 
off and get your paper. 

Each day you should increase this distance. By day 3, 
you should be able to run half the distance to the 
newsstand. To complete the other half of the journey, 
call a cab or camp out in the street until you are ready 
for the next day’s run.
